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Iceland 


OT long ago I read in a 
stamp journal that Iceland 
was generally recognized as 
a Danish Colony. This is 
incorrect as Iceland is, now, 

an independent sovereign state of its 
own enjoying equal rights in all re- 
spects with Denmark. It is true Ice- 
land, now, is merely in a union with 
Denmark by reason of being under 
the same king, King Christian X, who 
is king of Denmark also. 

Iceland is little more than a word 
to the average person. If it carries 
any meaning, it is a mere suggestion 
of a small island, icebound the major 
part of the year, whose inhabitants, 
like Eskimos, wear furs the year 
around and live in igloos. Small won- 
der that this is so, for Iceland, lying 
across the threshold of the Arctic, 300 
miles north of Labrador, and nearly 
600 miles north of Scotland and Nor- 
way. The name of Iceland suggests 
by both its name and geographic po- 
sition a land of ice, snow, intense cold 
and isolation. But what is in a name? 
The facts to the contrary are that 
Iceland is noted for its volcanoes and 
hot springs. The climate is relatively 
mild. The summers are warm. Ice- 
land is shaped somewhat like a heart 
with the narrowest point turned south. 
The Kingdom of Iceland has an area 
of 102,846 square kilometers, or 34,700 
square miles, of which only one-third 
is habitable, or only about 10,000 
square miles. The population, at the 
end of 1926, numbered 101,764 per- 
sons, which works out at about one 
person to the square kilometer. Ac- 
cording to territory the population is 
divided as follows: In towns, 37,474; 


in villages, 12,348; in rural districts, 
51,942. The capital is Reykjavik, and 
has about 25,000 residents. 

__The people of Iceland are as civ- 
ilized, if not more so, than the people 
of this country and in some instances 
much more cultured and educated.

These people are also a God-fearing 
class and more so in some instances 
than the people of this country are. 
In Reykjavik there are no jails, no 
saloons and only one policeman. Med- 
ical service is free, doctors being paid 
by the government. 


The people of Iceland are known 
for their hospitality. They are par- 
ticularly fond of art, literature and 
music and the finer things of life, and 
have no time for yellow journalism or 
the penny trash as we have in this 
county. The “home” life is the most 
cherished of all. In religion these 
people are Lutheran. Their system 
of education is equal to that of any 
European countries, as well as our 
own. One thing where they pass our 
system of education, is that they stick 
to the three “R’s”’—reading, ’riting 
and ’rithmetic. Language is one of 
the principal studies. The inhabi- 
tants are of Scandinavian origin and 
speak a Scandinavian dialect which 
still represents the Old Norse, or Nor- 
wegian, language in great purity. 

Some historians say that Irish 
monks settled in Iceland about A. D. 
795, but records show it first was dis- 
covered by a Scandinavian named 
Noddod around 815 A. D In A. D. 
850 we hear of Ravin Floki landing at 
Iceland. Floki’s experience is like 
that of Noah and the Ark. He was 
stranded in mid-ocean and let three 
ravens loose and sailed in the direc- 
tion they flew and finally landed in 
Iceland, giving the country its name 
(Is-land), the land of ice. In 870, 
people living in Norway were op- 
pressed by Harold Haarfaer, and like 
the Pilgrims in England, a large num- 
ber of the oppressed left Norway and 
settled in Iceland. An aristocratic 
republic was formed which lasted for 
several centuries. Christianity was es- 
tablished in 981 and adopted by law 
in 1000. The Parliament of Iceland 





is called “The Althing”’. Iceland re- 
mained a republic until 1263, when it 
joined Norway and then Iceland and 
Norway came under Danish rule in 
1381. When Norway separated from 
Denmark in 1814 Iceland chose to re- 
main with the Danes. After much dis- 
cussion with Denmark in 1851 it was 
decided that in 1918 Iceland would be- 
come a sovereign state, united with 
Denmark only because King Charles X 
was also King of Iceland. In 1930 
Iceland would conduct her own af- 
fairs, both domestic and foreign. In 
1930 this was accomplished and now 
Iceland is a nation by itself. A spe- 
cial set of stamps was issued to com- 
memorate the event. 


Iceland, like other countries, has 
had its national heroes. The prin- 
cipal one being Jon Sigurdsson (1811- 
1879). He was Ieceland’s’ great 
statesman, was speaker of the law, 
eminent as an historian, antiquarian, 
politician, scholar of note. In 1851 he 
was made president of the Icelandic 
Archaeological Society. During his 
life he found time to do much writing, 
including a history of Iceland (A. D. 
874-1264), and a collection of the laws 
of his country in a series of 17 vol- 
umes. It was the custom in those 
days that the law was memorized by 
the speaker and never put in writing, 
which Sigurdsson did. A monument 
was erected in Reykjavik in memory 
of him: Iceland’s Beloved Son, Her 
Honor, Sword and Her Shield. 


The coinage unit is 1 krona, divided 
into 100 aurar. The principal export 
is fish and the chief customer is Spain. 
There is little timber, but the gulf 
stream brings large quantities of drift 
wood and many of the old farm 
houses are paneled with mahogany, in 
all sizes and shapes. This timber is 
regarded as so valuable that fishing 
rights are usually let with the proviso, 
“Driftwood excepted”. Ancient cus- 
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toms largely remain in the interior. 
Hired help are still employed by the 
year; strings of pack ponies are 
largely used for conveyance, except in 
Reykjavik, where motor cars are used 
in summer time; the postal service is 
carried on entirely by pony express.

These ponies are of exceptional breed 
and capable of great endurance. The 
people of the towns largely favor Eng- 
lish habits and customs. During the 
months of July, August and Septem- 
ber, the country is in continuous day- 
light, while in January, February and 
March darkness prevails. Wrestling, 
shooting, fishing and sheep dog races 
are the favorite outdoor sports. Sheep 
dogs are bred in Iceland as we would 
breed race horses in this country. 
Bridge is the popular card game. 


The Iceland Post, in the modern 
sense of the word, dates back from 
the year 1872, which was for interior 
mail as well as abroad with Denmark. 
The postal law now in force dates 
back from May 7, 1921, with a rider 
which went into effect on April 1, 1925. 
Until 1920 Iceland formed part of the 
postal department of Denmark, but 
in inland postal matters. Although all 
postal receipts went into the hands 
of Iceland to pay expenses and keep 
the service in Iceland on a paying 
basis. There was a working agree- 
ment between these two countries in 
reference to mail boats plying be- 
tween the countries. Iceland joined 
the Universal postal union, as a part 
of Denmark, on July 1, 1875, and as 
an independent sovereign state on No- 
vember 19, 1919. On January 1, 1920, 
a dfrector general was placed at the 
head of the postal service, which 
formed a part of the department of 
the ministry of industry and commu- 
nications. Before that time the post- 
master at Reykjavik was the super- 
intendent of the service throughout 
the island and in 1904 came under a 
ministry and in 1920 under a di- 
rector. The foreign postal relations 
were entirely in the hands of the gen- 
eral postal directions at Copenhagen 
before 1920. In 1926 there were 615 
employes of the postal service. In 
1926 there were four first-class post- 
offices, 46 sub-offices, 208 depots and 
184 post stations, making a total of 
437. In 1925 a traveling postoffice 
was installed on the ccasting steamer 
“Esja”. The Post only owns two build- 
ings used for its service—the general 
post office at Reykjavik and the post- 
office at Akureyri. Everywhere else 
the premises are provided by the post- 
masters, who receive a small rent for 
them. In 1926 there were 1,363,300 
articles posted in the mails, of which 
365,069 articles were for international 
dispatch. In the depots and post- 
stations there were no regular post- 
masters—only collectors of the mail, 
who had enough stamps and a killer 
cancellation, with a number in the cen- 
ter and no name of the village with 
it. When the postmaster got tired of 
his job he just handed the job over to 
another and the service continued. Not 
many people living in Iceland, nor can 
the postoffice department, give the. ex- 
act locations where the numbers were 
located. These numbers range from 1 
to pass 300 and to get a collection of 
stamps in rotation of these cancella- 
tions is quite a job.

FIRST DAY SALE OF ARBOR 
DAY STAMPS 





Some exceedingly interesting infor- 
mation on the first day of the issue 
of the new Arbor Day Stamp is at 
hand from the Chief Clerk of the Rail- 
way Mail Service at St. Joseph, Mo. 

The first day of issue, April 22, at 
Nebraska City, Nebraska, really runs 
into high figures. How these figures 
compare with previous records for 
first day sale we do not know, but it 
is believed that the sale at Nebraska 
City has set quite a high record. 

There was a total of 540,000 of the 
stamps sold. This amounts to $10,- 
800.00 


There were 279,409 pieces of mail | 


matter dispatched from Nebraska City 
on this first day of sale of the new 
stamp. This was made up in State 
and City pouches, 
pouches, the greater portion going to 
eastern states and Pacific Coast 
states. 

Special Delivery mail totaled 1,151 
pieces, 

Air Mail, 51,000 pieces, and 610 
pieces of registered mail. 

The above mail is all of the special 
mail sent in by collectors and others 
for first day stamp and cancellations. 
It was handled entirely separate from 
the regular mail of the office. Two 
“State” cases were used for ordinary 
mail; a “State” case for Special De- 
livery and a “State” case for Air Mail. 

Mail orders, including self-addressed 
envelopes from stamp collectors to be 
released in the mail on April 22, were 
received for several weeks prior to 
that date, in steadily increasing quan- 
tity up to about the 20th. The task

BULGARIA—Referring to the Bulgarian 
overprints No. 801-4, these stamps are issued 
in the same way as Albania, Bolivia, and other 
air mail stamps where the Government sub- 
sidizes the Aviation Companies and instead of 
giving them cash, they give them the stamps, 
ete. It is necessary to use these stamps on 
all Air Mail as that is the way the company 
gets its revenue. In regard to this particular 
issue, after the first issue was sold, it sems 
that the air mail company got into financial 
difficulties and asked for further assistance, 
in addition to their subsidies. The Bulgarian 
Director of the Air Post Company was re- 
placed by a military man to try to help the 
company out of their difficulties and the new 
man proceeded to ask the Government to give 
them a further subsidy, which consisted of 
the following stamps: 1 Leva (200,000); 2 
Leva (200,000); 4 Leva (100,000); 10 Leva 
(50,000). Someone also conceived the idea of 
changing the colors on the overprint so as to 
get collectors to buy them. On the second 
printing the 1 Leva was brown instead of red; 
the 2 Leva remained the same color; the 4 
Leva was green in place of blue, and the 10 
Leva, blue instead of green. Before the stamps 
were delivered the Company was unable to 
meet its obligations, so the Government re- 
tained the stamps and these were among 
those sold in the sale of obsolete issues, last 
November. They sold at something in the 
neighborhood of 18c per set. They therefore 
fall in the category of “prepared for use, but 
not issued” and as such are not worthy to be 
cataloged.

Hoover Bros. auction catalog came 
along last week too late for me to 
review it and as the auction is set for 
May 6 it will be over when these 
notes appear. Nevertheless in look- 
ing over it I see some very nice par- 
cel post issues listed as well as quite 
a few sets of the Huguenot-Walloon 
and Lexington Concord issue. If you 
have never bought from auction you 
are missing one of the greatest pleas- 
ures of the stamp collecting game. 


F. B. Eldredge of Attleboro, Mass., 
submits a lot of Bi-Centennials. The 
most interesting items are a le from 
Wheat Ridge, Colo. A %c Springfield, 
O., in U-13 type. On this one I will 
make a guess that it will be a good 
one as I have already seen the same 
stamp in U-15 type. Two 1%%c from 
Morris Plains, N. J., one in handstamp 
type, the other in a double line type 
similar to the last double lined type 
used by New Britain, Conn. Also he 
had the 3c New Britain in the type 
just referred to. Elsewhere I have 
seen the 8c from New Britain in this 
type as well as the 8c regular, one of 
these is bound to be good property. 


Have seen Xenia, O., in the double 
line type U-15. And have you noticed 
the new type appearing which is along 
the same lines as the smaller double 
line types but has just single lines 
which are a little heavier. Pikeville, 
Tenn., and Danville, Ky., are the first 
I have noticed of these. 


Lawrence Bros. Catalog arrived to- 
day together with a lot of interesting 
items. As I have reviewed the auc- 
tion from advance notes I will only 
mention here the most attractive 
items. The one that takes my eye 
first is a le regular from Gettysburg, 
O., in a neat type-set printed cancel, 
also Caney, Kans., in a type-set of 
larger size letters. Next is a 3c Ham- 
ilton, O., type II in blue ink and a 
14%c New Brunswick, N. J., in blue 
ink. Quite a few small and scarce 
towns such as Hills, Minn.; Glencoe, 
Ill.; Morgan City, La.; Chippensburg, 
Pa., and Laurel, Md., Kennett Square, 
Pa., and Grafton, N. Dak., in a red- 
purple ink.

A variety little known to collectors 
and advanced collectors at that, is the 
15-cent 1869 reissue imperforate hori- 
zontally. This stamp is not listed in 
the Standard or Specialized Cata- 
logues because it exists only in single 
copies and is not known in a vertical 
pair or block. As a part of the cen- 
tennial celebration in Philadelphia in 
1876 the postoffice department reis- 
sued all varieties of United States 
stamps which had appeared up to that 
time. The printing of these reissues 
was done on a special hard white pa- 
per, and in many instances it was nec- 
essary to make new plates to obtain 
the required clear impressions. Such 
was the case with the 15-cent stamp 
of the 1869 issue, one sheet of 100 of 
which without horizontal perforations 
turned up in the centennial postoffice. 
The entire sheet was cut up and sold 
to the public, which accounts for the 
non-existence of pairs or blocks. This 
stamp in part perforate condition is 
very rare and satisfactory copies of it 
change hands so seldom that the re- 
cent offering of one in the New York 
market seemed worthy of a brief 
statement regarding its history.

INTERVIEWS WITH STAMP 
PORTRAITS 





By Capt. A. C. Townsend 





President McKinley, MayI... 

Sorry, very sorry, but it is impos- 
sible to give you an interview today. 
Cleveland has asked us to a fish fry, 
and the call has just sounded for the 
meal. It would be discourteous for 
me to be late. 

Mr. President, can’t you stop long 
enough to tell me if you like your 
picture on the 5c La. Purchase or the 
Te of 1923 best. That will only take 
a moment. 

Both are excellent, and I have no 
choice. Here! Ask your Junior read- 
ers why I am pictured on the La. 
Purchase stamp of 1904, when I was 
assassinated in 1901. That will give 
those bright boys and girls something 
to study over. Good morning; sorry 
that I must leave you so abruptly. 





Mr. Linn:— 

Might be a good idea to tell the 
Juniors to write me at 16 So. Peoria 
St., Chicago, answering that question 
and perhaps winning a stamp as a 
prize. 

And may I fill my space by giving 
a little personal experience in con- 
nection with Pres. McKinley’s death? 

I was at that time close to Genl. 
Leonard Wood, Military Governor of 
Cuba. The terrible word of the at- 
tempt to kill the President came down 
by cable, and then hourly a new mes- 
sage would tell of his condition. Final- 
ly all hope was given up, but cables 
continued to state that he was still 
alive. 

At midnight Genl. Wood, exhausted 
from a day that began at 5 that morn- 
ing, and being obliged to be up at 6 
the next morning, dictated to me a 
wire to all post commanders in Cuba, 
informing them of the death of the 
President at and giving in- 
structions as to the official mourning 
to be adopted. He then retired for 
the night. 

Genl. Tasker H. Bliss, Mr. Frank 
Steinhart, chief clerk, and I kept up 
the vigil for another hour. Then, as 
they both lived in a suburb, they also 
left, and I remained alone in the of- 
fice, awaiting the sad but certain news. 
I gathered the necessary number of 
typewriters, wrote the message to 
each commanding officer, with excep- 
tion of the hour of death, turned the 
message back to the line to fill that 
in, and at 2:15 the cable finally came. 
I went from machine to machine, 
typing in the hour of death, gave the 
wires to the messenger and went 
wearily home. I had written FINIS 
to the career of a great man, esteemed 
for his purity of life, high ideals and

The investment is of 
course a small one and none need suf- 
fer, yet it won’t work out as you fig- 
ured and the sooner you learn that the 
more pleased you will be with your 
collection activities. Leave the spec- 
ulation to the dealer. 

At the same time we frequently 
hear kicks and comments because of 
the issue of so many commemorative 
stamps in the past few years. A stamp 
collector has need for but a choice 
single copy to show all that need be 
shown and certainly 2c for a new 
stamp will not cramp anyone. These 
frequent commemoratives have been 
one of the greatest helps in spread- 
ing news of stamp collecting that has 
ever been known in this country and 
for our part we welcome each new 
variety. The Government is adver- 
tising our hobby in a way that we 
could not do and stamp collectors 
i be glad to have this sort of 
elp.

WHAT WILL The hectic days be- 
BE NEXT fore the issue of the 
Y new Arbor Day stamp 
are past and collectors will now have 
time to rest and take stock of their 
small change before the new Olympic 
Stamps appear on the horizon. Then, 
what will be next. Your guess is as 
good as the other fellow’s and no 
matter what it is the collector will be 
ready to contribute to the cause. 

Collectors dumped over $10,000 into 
the new Arbor Day stamp for first 
day mailing and there were an enor- 
mous number of covers mailed, in fact 
more than enough to supply the de- 
mand for first day covers of this 
stamp to all collectors of first day 
covers for the rest of the natural lives 
of we who bought them. 

It is the same old story, inflation, 
inflation by the collector who thinks 
he is buying a few extra for a profit. 
Collectors are not satisfied to get a 
copy for their own collection, they buy, 
five, ten, twenty-five covers and as a 
result the supply is so large that the 
price rather shrinks than advances. 

The most profitable time to sell first 
day covers of the new stamps is be- 
fore the stamps are issued. After 
that all who want them have them and 
you collectors who got an extra ten 
or twenty find the market glutted and 
no sale. 

It was inflation of this sort that 
helped wreck the cacheted air mail 
covers of a couple years ago. Many 
dealers went broke from heavy stocks 
of these covers and many collectors 
will become disgusted with first day 
covers after a few such issues as this 
Arbor Day Stamp enjoyed. The mar- 
ket is not there and the collector will

SPECIMENS Some writer in a re- 
cent Philatelic Publi- 
cation, in speaking of the sample 
stamps that were sent out by Post- 
master General Brown, just prior to 
the issue of the new Arbor Day 
Stamp, suggested that to avoid the 
use of these stamps before the first 
day of actual issue that the stamps 
should be overprinted sample or speci- 
men. We can not believe that this 
party gave much thought to this re- 
mark. To the great majority of stamp 
collectors it is immaterial whether a 
stamp is issued on April 19th or the 
22nd. The announced date of issue 
and actual placing on sale is a date 
that is recognized as official and that 
settles the question as far as their 
worries are concerned. But, this same 
group of collectors would dislike to 
see an actual new recognized variety 
created in small numbers by the issue 
of a Specimen overprint. That would 
be adding insult to injury.

try to make brief. We know that 
there will be some who will write and 
ask us why we are blowing our own 
horn. However, the thing we want to 
say is that last week we printed 12,-

There are scores of stamps which 
might be listed under the above head 
and so I will merely list five which 
are the most striking to me. 

Amazonia—This was apparently the 
name of a state where an attempt was 
made to set up an independent gov- 
ernment something like Trinidad. The 
Brazilian brand of independence which 
they tried has enjoyed a short life. 
In 1901 a series of labels were (ac- 
cording to Gibbons’ Monthly Journal) 
manufactured to the order of a mer- 
chant at Carswene. This merchant 
took charge of postal affairs and con- 
ducted a private post there. The post 
was soon given up and the four values 
(25e vermilion, 50 c orange, 1f. blue 
and 5f. mauve printed on tinted paper 
like the stamps of France and per- 
forated 11%2) of stamps were stopped. 
It seems as if they were a private, 
local post at best. ve 

Argentina—Two bogus additions 
were made to the tall stamps of peso 
value which made their appearance in 
1891. The two extra stamps, 10p. 
chocolate and 50p. red, can not really 
be termed bogus for they were of- 
ficially prepared but the whole supply 
was burned. Why—no one knows. I 
wonder if anyone ever saw or can 
now possess any of them. It would 
have been a great chance (which most 
Latin-American officials would have 
taken) to abstract a sheet or two while 
they were feeding the sheets to the 
fire god. ; 

Bateken—In 1897 a whole series of 
ten stamps appeared inscribed “Cor- 
reios Bateken”, with the value ex- 
pressed in “angella”, some even _al- 
ready cancelled “Doka, Africa Cen- 
tral,” and the whole set cost only 10 
francs. 

Bolivia—The Paris Philatelic Ex- 
hibition of 1893 exhibited a set of 
rather crude Bolivian Stamps which 
were supposed to be exhibited by the 
Bolivian government. The Bolivian 
legation at Paris denied any knowl- 
edge of the stamps when their atten- 
tion was called to the exhibition. An 
investigation was begun and the 
stamps turned out to be a product of a 
Paris forger who had disposed of 
large numbers of the stamps before 
he was detected. Stanley Gibbons was 
one of his large purchasers. These 
stamps were crudely lithographed 
with the central design showing a 
railway train traveling from left to 
right in a diagonal direction. 

Buenos Ayres—This type seems to 
have been issued in 1859 and is often 
met with and offered as a Buenos 
Ayres stamp. It is only an essay 
which was never put into use. It 
shows a horseman in an oval.

ONE CENT 1851 CRACKED PLATE 


Mr. J. Cooke McClure, a New Haven 
collector, noting a peculiar mark on 
one of three 1-cent 1851 stamps on a 
cover he had unearthed in one of his 
stamp hunts through the country, sent 
the cover for identification. It turned 
out that all three stamps were from 
the rare Plate III and the one with 
the mark was a very rare cracked 
plate variety. Stanley Ashbrook in 
his book on the One Cent 1851-57 
stated that his own is the only known 
copy, but since this book was pub- 
lished Judge R. E. Emerson of Prov- 
idence found a copy in his collection.
